BRAZILIAN AND THREE AMERICAN - USIS BRAZIL HOPES TO 
PROMOTE THE CONCEPT OF INSTITUTION-TO-INSTITUTION 
LINKAGES AND SPECIFICALLY THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
PROGRAMS BETWEEN DEPARTMENTS OF COMMUNICATIONS

VI. ORIENTATION/DISCUSSIONS 

THE OBJECTIVE OF THE THREE THREE-DAY SEMINARS IS 
TO GIVE THE BRAZILIAN PARTICIPANTS THE CLEAREST 
POSSIBLE PICTURE OF THE PURPOSE AND SCOPE OF THE 
RESPECTIVE SCHOOLS OF JOURNALISM - THEIR STRUCTURE, 
THEIR GOALS, THEIR COURSES, THEIR FACULTY AND STUDENT 
BODY, THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE SCHOOL OF 
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JOURNALISM AND THE REST OF THE UNIVERSITY AND 
BETWEEN THE SCHOOL OF JOURNALISM AND THE COMMUNITY 
IN WHICH THEY FUNCTION, THEIR OUTREACH PROGRAMS, 

AND ANY OTHER QUESTIONS WHICH WOULD BE OF 
INTEREST TO THE VISITING BRAZILIANS. THESE 
ORIENTATION/DISCUSSION SESSIONS WOULD PROVIDE THE 
BASIS FOR A PLANNING MEETING AT STANFORD, A TWO-DAY 
SESSION IN WHICH ALL AMERICANS AND BRAZILIANS WILL 
PARTICIPATE. THIS WOULD BE DEVOTED EXCLUSIVELY TO 
A DISCUSSION ON POSSIBLE LINKAGES BETWEEN AND/OR 
AMONG THE SIX UNIVERSITIES AND SPECIFIC PLANS FOR 
FUTURE PROGRAMS. 

VII. LONG-TERM LINKAGES 

THE OVERALL OBJECTIVE OF THE ENTIRE PROJECT IS TO 
INVESTIGATE THE POSSIBILITY OF AND 
STIMULATE INTEREST IN LONG-TERM LINKAGES, 
INSTITUTION-TO-INSTITUTION PROJECTS WHICH MIGHT 
NEED SEED MONEY TO TAKE ROOT BUT WHOSE 
OBJECTIVE SHOULD BE TO BE SET F-SI 1ST ANTNG AFTER A 
MAXIMUM OF THREE YEARS. AFTER VISITS TO THREE 
SCHOOLS OF JOURNALISM, DIFFERENT IN PURPOSE AND 
SCOPE, THE BRAZILIAN UNIVERSITY REPRESENTATIVES 
WILL HAVE A BETTER IDEA OF THE POTENTIAL FOR SUCH 
LINKAGES. THE LAST TWO-DAY SESSION WOULD BE THE 
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CULMINATION OF MUCH OBSERVATION, THOUGHT AND 
DISCUSSION AT INDIVIDUAL INSTITUTIONS. LONG-TERM 
PROJECTS SUCH AS THIS ONE ARE BELIEVED TO BE MORE 
EFFECTIVE THAN LESS COSTLY, SINGLE TIME EXCHANGES.
